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PREFACE. 


It is well known to the church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints, as well as to the community in general; 
that the labors of the Elders have not been confinéd to _ 
this continent,. bat that the sound of the gospel of Jesus’ 


Christ has been heard upon the’ Islands of thé@ea; and 


that in Great Britain, numbers ha¥é heard, and rejoiced 


in the same. Some communications have been publish- 


ed by the Eldérs who have visited that land; which were’ 
read with deep interest by the Saints, who were informed: 
in the last number of the “Elders’ Journal,” published in . 


Far West, Mo.,; thata pamphlet was intended to be pub- 
lished, giving a detail ofall the principal transactions of 
the Elders, while in that. land; which publication was 
ardently desired by the church, and more particularly by 
those who had formerly dwelt, :and whose friends yet 
resided there. But on account of the unparalleled per- 
secution which has taken place, and the scattered con- 
dition of the sairits, the publication of the same has been 
delayed. Although the saints have endured a great 
flight of affliction, and have suffered agreat many things, 
yet their desire for the prosperity of the cause of truth 
4nd righteousness is not at all abated; and their anxiety. 
to hear of the labors of the servants of the Lord ina 
distant nation is probably as great as ever. : 

_A belief that-a. perusal of the Journal of Elder Heber 
C. Kimball would be a source of comfort to the saints, 
and a cause of rejoicing to those who have had to drink 
the cup of sorrow and affliction, and likewise be a source 


of information and instruction to the saints generally, . , 
has induced me to publish the same to the world. The ~ - 


generality of the saints are acquainted with Elder Kim- 
ball, whose labor of loye, and humility, is known by all’ 
who haye had the pleasure of his acquaintance; while 
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__ his uniform eae = humility, since he has been a 
™ member of the (church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saimts, and while engaged in different offices, and in cir- 

cumstances the most trying and painful, render it super- §- 
fluous for me to attempt to pass any eulogium on his 
character, and speak louder than volumes in his praise. 
My acquaintance with him commenced in the spring of 
A. 1837; while on a. visit. from -Canada to Kirtland, 
Feelinga deep interest in the mission which was about 
to be talggm to my native country, I cultivated an ac- 
qnaintance with. all these; who were going there: and it 
was no. small gratification to. me,when, J learned that 
brother’ Kimball -was to have. the superintendance of that 
mmission. ‘A scene’which I witnessed: while in Kirtland 
dannot: ‘refrain from relating. 
‘While on a visit to Kirtland: to see “those brethren, ! 
who'had been the instruments ‘in'the hands of Godin 
bringing forth the work’ of the Lord, and establishing his § ‘ 
kingdom ‘in these last days; I felt. very much, delighted 
and instructed by their conversation, and. in ‘hearing from 
their own lips, an account of the great things which they ff ‘ 
had seen and heard. The temple. of the Lord. likewise ! 
attracted my. observation; it being too glorious aistruc- | 
ture'to escape notice. My feelings) at:thatitime were ot 
no ordinary kind, while 1: contemplated the commence- 
mént-of the work, and the opening glories which had 
already appeared; which were to be followed by events 
the most stupendeous and glorious that had taken place, 
since the creation: The ‘idea of conversing with a man ff 
who had the ministering of angels, and the ‘revelations of J, 
heaven, and ‘with those his companions, who with him J , 
had borne up under afflictions and’ persecutions ofthe |, 
most aggravated ni nature, men who had not counted their “ 
lives dear for the testimony of Jesus,. and for the word | 2 


| of ,God—of contemplating a house, built by the servants §- +i 
of God,-while under circumstances the most unfayorable | | 
and unpropitious, according to the pattern they had _re- 
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ceived by revelation—To see the assembly of the saints 
on the Sabbath, while worshiping the God of Heaven.— 
To hear their voices in praise and thanksgiving—The 
order of the house while thus engaged;, all conspired to. 
raise my mind, and cause gratitude and praise to my 
Heavenly Father, while feelings of joy and rapture thrill: 
ed through my bosom. . Surely my heart rejoiced in 
God, and.I praised his holy name, for remembering his 
covenant, visiting his people and restoring the gospel 1 in 
allits purity. 

I there cultivated an acquaintagce with many of the 
saints, which I hope will be lasting; whose: labors in the 
cause of truthhad been incessant, and whose sufferings 
for Christ’s sake had been great. The day set for the de. 
parture of the Elders to England being come, as..t was 
passing by the house of Brother Kimball, I stept in, wish- 
ing to ascertain \when he would be: ready tostart, as 
expected to accompany them two or three hundred miles; 
intending to spend my labors m Canada that season.- I. 
unconsciously entered the house, the door being partly 
open. -When] éntered, I felt struck with the sight which 
presented itself to my view, 1 would -have retired, think- 
ing that 1 was intruding, but I felt rivetted to! the spot.—- 
The father who was-appointed to superintend the mission 
to England, had been pouring out his soulto that 

That rides upon the stormy skies, - rt 
calm’s the roaring seas,” 
that he him a prosperous voyuge's across the 
niighty ‘dcean; and make him’ useful wherever: his lot 
should be cast, and’that He who “caretly for sparrows” 
and feedeth the young ravens’ when‘ theyery,” would 
supply the wants ofhis companion and little ones’ in’ his 
absence. He thenlike the patriarchs, and by virtue of 
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a father’s blessing upon, and commending them to the 

care and protection of God, while he should be engaged in 
preaching the gospel in distant lands. While thus enga- 
fred, his voice was almost lost in the sobs of those around, 
who tried in vain to suppress them. The idea of losing a 
protector anda father was indeed painful. He proceed- 
éd, but his heart was too much affected todo so regularly; 
his emotions were great, yea, unutterable; and he was 
obliged to stop at intervals, while the big tears started 
down his.cheeks—an index to the feelings which reign- 
ed in his bosom. I wag not stoic enough to refrain, but in 
spite of myselfI wept, and mingled my tears with theirs; 
at the same time, I felt thankful, that! had the privilege of 
contemplating such a scene. Nothing, thought I, could 
iaduce that man to tear himself from so affectionate a 
_ group, from his partner and children who are so dear to 
 him—nothmg but a sense of duty and love to God, and 
attachment to his cause. | prayed that the Lord would 
bless the labours of his servant, give him a prosperous 
voyage, make himga blessing in my native land, by 
bringing many into the Kingdom of Christ—that he 
‘would be merciful to his family; and when it was wis- 
dom in God that he should return, that he might be 
brought home in safety, and rejoice with his beloved 
family in recounting the mercies of the Lord. 
This the Lord has done in a.remarkable~ manner, and 
but few, if any, have been as successful as Brother Kim- 
ball. Yet. wedo not find him boasting in his own 
strength; No, he knows that it is the Lord’s doings, 
and that he was only an instrument in his hands, Not- 
withstanding the great success which has attended the 
labors of this servants of the Lord, the same humility 
characterizes him, for which he has-been so 
admired. 

The Elders.of Israel would do well to copy the ex- 
ample, and I hope they will be able to receive some in- 
tructions from a perusal! of this work, particularly those, 
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who may visit Great Britain, which may be of some val- 
ue to them. Oné great cause of his usefulness was, ‘that 
he attended closely to the commandments of heaven, and 
preached the Gospel in its simplicity, and  plainness; 
without intermedling with many abstruse and ‘dark 
passages, which are -only a source of pperwation, and 
tend to strife rather than salvation. 

It undoubtedly would be pleasing to the ‘Elders who 
return from distant lands, to visit their families and 
friends, to. enjoy the blessings of peace; but this has 
been denied our Brother, for, after a,hardand laborious 
mission, and after’ enduring great fatigue in travelling; 


and his body broken down by sickness; he in common . 


with the saints, had to be driven from his home, and be sub- 
ject to all the hardships and trials consequent on a re- 


moval in the depth of winter from the State of Missou- | 


ri. Yet none of these things have moved him, for no 
sooner was his family in a place-of safety and amongst 
the saints, than he prepared for another mission, and 
with the rest of the Twelve, takes his journey to the 
scene of his former labors. 

The success which has attended the ministry of the 
Elders in England and Scotland, is certainly encourage- 
ing, and hardly has its parallel in the history of the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 

Although it has been principally received by the poor, 
who have flocked to hear the tidings of salvation, like 
doves to the windows; yet there are some men of wealth 
and influence, who have embraced the gospel with all 
‘their hearts, and who rejoice in its precious truths. 

The information received from tbe Twelve, and other 
Elders who are yet in that land, is of the most cheering 
character. A circumstantial, account of which, will.be 
found at the end of the journal.

However, all these considerations did, not deter me 
from the path of duty; neither did I confer with flesh 
and blood; but the moment I understood the will of m 
heavenly Father; I felt a determination to go at al 
hazards, believing that he would. support me by his Al- 
mighty power) and endow me with every qualification 
I needed.

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P, M. We then appointed Brother Hyde to speak,and 
then went and notified the crew and passengers of the 
circumstance. At the time appointed there was a con- 
gregation of from two to three hundred persons assem- 
bled on deck, who listened with great attention, and deep 
interest to the discourse, which was delivered with great 
power; I think I never heard Brother Hyde speak with 
such power and eloquence as at that time; he spoke on 
the subject of the resurrection. The time being limited 
on account of the duties of the ships company, his subject 
was necessarily condensed. ‘The congregation was com- 
posed of persons from different nations, and of different 
faiths, English, Irish, Scotch, Germans, F'rench, &c. &e., 
both Jews and Christians. A great feeling was produced 


upon the minds of the assembly, who had never heard the. 


subject treated in like manner before: and from the con- 
versation we afterwards had with several of them, be- 
lieve that good was done, and many from that time began 
to search the scriptures for themselves, “which are able 
to make men wise unto salvation.” | 

On the 15th, the Captain sent a man up to the mast head 
to look for land, and he had not been up long efore he 
exclaimed land, which was the Irish shore, which 
caused joy and gratitude to arise m my bosom to my 
heavenly Father for the favorable passage we had had so 
far, and the prospect of soon seeing our destination.— 
We then sailed up the Irish channel; having Ireland on 
_our left, and Wales on our right; the scenery was very

Three days after first seeing land, being the 18th of 
July, we arrived in Liverpool, which is one of the lar- 
gest ports in Great Britain; being just eighteen days and 
two hours from our departure from New York. The 
packet ship South America which left New York the 
same time we did, came in: a few lengths behind. The 


sight was very grand to see these two vessels enter 
port, with. every inch of canvass spread. When we 
first got sight of Liverpool, I went to thé side of the ves-. 


sel and poured out my soul in praise and thanksgiving 


to God for the prosperous voyage, and for all the mer- 


cies which he had. vouchsafed to me, and while thus en- 


gaged, and while contemplating the scenery which then 


resented itself, and the circumstances which had 


ght'me thus far; the spirit of the Lord rested upon”

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me ina powerful manner; my soul was filled with love 
and gratitude, and was humbled withinme, while I cov- 
enanted to dedicate myself to God, and to love and 
serve him with all my heart. a 

Immediately after we anchored, a small boat came 
along side, and several of the passengers with Brothers 
Hyde, Richards, Goodson and myself got in and went on 
shore, when we were within six or seven feet’ from the 
pier, I leaped on shore, and for the first time im my life 
stood on ‘British ground, among strangers, whose man- 
ners and customs were different from my own. My 
feelings at that time, were peculiar, particularly, when 
I realized the object, importance, and extent of my mis- 
sion, and the work to which I had been appoimted, and 


in which I was shortly to be engaged: pinagzie: 
‘The idea of standing forth and proclaiming the Gospel 
in’a land so much extolled for religion, and which was 
constantly sending forth her ministers to almost 6véry 
nation under heaven; amongst a people who ofcourse 
did not expect to be taught, but to teach others the ~ 
principles of the gospel; and at the same time feeling 
my own weakness and unfitness for such an undertak- 
ing, I was:led to cry mightily to the Lord for wisdom 
and for that comfort: and ‘support ‘which Iso 
needed. At the same time I thought, that if Ff could 
have been relieved from the responsibility which rest- 
ed upon me, by ting Goliath on as ‘unequal terms 
David did, I should have felt myself happy. 
However I endeavored to put my ‘trust in God, believ- 
ing that he would assist me in publishing: the truth; give 
me utterance, and that he would be a present help m the 
time of need. Having no means, poor and pennayless we 
wandered in the streets of that t city, where wealth 
and luxury, penury and want abound. I there met the 
rich attired in the most costly dresses, and the next mo- 
ment was saluted with the cries of the poor without cov- 
ermg sufficient to screne them from the weather; such 
a distinction I never saw before. We then looked 
out for a place to lodge in, and found a room, wong, ~- 
to'a widow which we engaged fora few days, The 
time we were in Liverpool was spent in council, and in 
calling on the Lord for direction, so that we might be © 
led'to places where we should be most useful in proclaiming 
the gospel, and in establisking, and spreading his king

4om; while thus. engaged, the spirit of the Lord, the 
mighty power«of God was with us, and we felt greatly 
strengthened, and a determination to go forward, come 
life or death, honor or reproach, was manifest by us all.

_ It being the day on which. their representatives were 
; the streets presented a very busy scene indeed. 
-I never witnessed any thing like it in my life. Music 
-playing,: flags flying, thousands of men, women and 
-@hildren- parading the streets, decked ribbons, charac- 
teristic of the politics ef the various candidates. Any 
one accustomed ‘to the peacable and quiet. manner it 
which the elections in» America are conducted; can 
gearcely have any idea of an election as caried 
‘one of the flags, which was just unrolled before 
us ‘the moment the coach reached its destination, was 
the following motto. “TRUTH WILL PREVAIL,” 
which was painted in lage gilt letters: it being so very 
seasonable, and the sentiment beimg so to 
us, in oursituaton, that we ‘vere mvolun y led. to 
exclaim. Amen. So let it be. bas 
Brother Goodson having found a room where we 
‘gould be accommodated, which belonged fo @ widow we- 
‘man, situated in Wilford street, we moved Our baggage 
there. Shortly after, Brother Fielding returne? having 
found his brother, who requested to have an ‘Interview 
with some of us that evening.

After being absent from Preston abotit:seven” {in 
which time, we-had added eighty-three souls to'the church,

On Christmas dagy the 
Pit, and we then opened'the Conferente, which was ‘the 
first that. was-held by the charely of Christ m:that coun- 
trys ‘Phere ‘were about three'huadred Saints present 
on the occasion, all of whom with the:exception of three 
had been baptized: within avery: shert time. Elders 
Hydey Fieldmg and>myself were present. The brethren 
were instructed on the principles:of the gospel, and: ther 
several duties enjoined upon them, as Saintsof the: Most 
High, whicli were, calculated: to strengthen ‘and ‘bind 
them together in the cords:of love. .We then. proceeded 
to’ ordain ‘severabofthe brethren tothe-tesser 
tortake charge of:the different ‘branches where they 
sided, confirmed fourteew! who: had ‘previously "been 
tizedyand ‘blessed about one hundred children, 
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‘ publicly taught, in that country; having heretofore taught 
than precept; and from my own ob- 
servation afterwards, I am happy to state, that it was al 
most universally attended to by the brethren. 

. The spirit of the Lord was with us during our inter- 
view; and truly the hearts of the Elders erate om 
beyond measure, when we contemplated the 


oriou 
work which had begun; and had to exclaim, “It is the 
Lords’ domgs, and it is marvelous in our eyes; and 
blessed be the name of the Lord.” I felt greatly hum- 
bled before the Lord, who had crowned our labors with 
such signal success, and had prospered us far beyond 
most sanguine expectations. vt: 
ly after this Conference, Elder Hyde and 
myself went to a-village called Longton, situate near the 
sea shore, where we raised the standard of truth, and 
lished to the listening crowds, the glad tidings of sal- 
vation. After delivering two discourses, several came 
40 us and requested baptism. It being very cold weather, 
insomuch so that the streams were all frozen up, we had 
to repair to the sea shore’ to administer that ordinance, 
and immersed fifteen in the waters of the ocean. 

It would probably be too tedious, to enumerate all the 
particulars which occurred, during fhe tyme we sojourned 
in that country; I shall therefore pass‘6Ver many events 
-which, though pleasing to us.at that time, which showed 
the kind dealings of our Heavenly Father; but which 
would not be sufficiently mteresting to others. 1 shall 
‘therefore content myself by giving an outline of the 
— circumstances attending our mission, which I 

ve no doubt willbe: pleasing to the brethren, and to all 
who love the prosperity of Zion. a 
- From this time, until about five weeks previous to our 
departure from that land, we were continually engaged 
‘im the work of the ministry, proclaiming the ever! 
gospel, in all the region round about, and baptizing 
such as believed the 1 and repented of their sins.— 
And truly, “the Lord of Hosts was with us, the God of 
Jacob was our refuge.” ‘The Holy Ghost the Comforter 
-was given to us and abode upon us in a remarkable man- 
ner, while numbers th to hear our addresses, and 
“numbers were added to the church daily, such as should 
be'saved.” We would baptize as many as fifty in Pres- 
ton ina week, exclusive of those in the country. One 
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short which and I into 
coun r preacing five disco principles 
of rel we had of immersing 
ane hundred said thirty in the waters of baptism. 
_ Thus mightily ran the word of God and -prospered; to 
the joy and comfort of his servants, and to the salvation 
of precious and immortal souls; while the world was 
struck with amazement and surprise at the things which 
they saw andheard. During this state of things, our ene 
mies. were not idle, hut. heaped abuse upon us with an 
unsparing hand, and issued torrents of lies after us, which, 
however, I am thankful to:say, did not sweep us away. 
those most active in publishing falsehoods against 
us and the truth, were many of the reverend clergy, who 
were afraid to meet us face to face in honorable debate, 


although requested do, but sought eve- 


rtunity tod estroy our c 
eir lies thus giving testimony that “they 


loved darkness rat than light.” Although we fre- 
quently called upon the ministers of the different denoms 
inations, who we knew had taken a stand against us, to 
come forward and imvestigate the subject of our religioa 
before the world, in an honorable manner, and bring 
forth their strong reasons to the things we 
taught, and mathe ‘the people rgument and 
the word of God, if they could; ‘that we didn not preach 
the gospel of Christ, but ‘this they altogether declined.— 
This course we felt moved upon by the’Spirit to adopt, 
But they kept at a respectful istance and only came out 
when we were absent, with misrepresentations and abuse. 
It istrue we suffered some, from the statements which 
they thought proper to make, when we could get no op- 
portunity to contradict them; but generally, their re- 
ports were of such a character ascarried along with them 
their own refutation. 

_ ‘The time when we expected to return to our native 
land, having now nearly arrived; it was thought neces 
sary, to spend the: —_ time we bad to remain i that that 
country, in ‘visiting and organizing thé Ohurches; plac: 
ing such officers over aaah giving such mstructions 
as would to them during 
ys rs Hyde, Fielding and m ente 
upon this duty; and we visited a Church nearly’ every 
day; and imparted such instructions as the Spirit direct 


ters, and propogate . 
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ed. We first visited the Churches south of Preston, and 


after spending some time in that direction we journeyed 


to the north, accompanied by Brother Richards who had 
_ returned from the city of Bedford; his health being 

ut poor he was not able to preach. While we. were 
attending to our duties in that section, we receiveda 
very pressing invitation from a Baptist’ church, through 
the medium of their deacon to pay them a visit, stating, 
that the society were exceedingly anxious to hear from 
our own lips, the wonderful things we had proclaimed. in 
the regions round about. We endeavored to excuse 
ourselves from going as our engagements already: «were 
such, that it would require the short time we had to stay 
to attend to them. But they seemed determined to take 
no denial, and plead with us with such earnestness, that 
ave could not resist their intreaties and finally consented 
to go and preach once. Having arrived at the place, 
we found a large congregation already assembled m:: the 
Baptist chapel, anxiously waiting our arrival.» ‘The min- 
ister gave out the Hymns for us, and Elder Hyde spoke 
on. the subject of the resurrection with great effect; after 
which the minister gave out another Hymn which was 
sung bv the assembly, and then he requested me -to-ad- 
dress'them.. I arose and spoke briefly .on the first prin- 
ciples of the gospel. Durmg the: 
tion was overjoyed, the tears ran down their cheeks, 
and the minister could not refrain from frequently clap 
ping his hands together while in the meeting for joy. 
After the service was over he took us to his: house, 
where we were very kindly entertained. After partak- 
ing of his hospitality he with some more friends, accom- 
panied us to our lodymgs,. where we remained m conver 
sation until a very late hour. The next morning while 
we were to depart we were waited upon'by 
several of the citizens, who requested: us to preach again 
that day, stating, that great interest was felt:by the in- 
habitants; many of whom were in tears, fearmg they 
should hear us no more;:and‘that:a number of influential 
men, had suspended operation in ‘their faetories,-to allow 
their workmen the privilege of hearing us preach; but we 
were obliged to deny them, as it was:n to attend 
to the appointments we had previously made.i . Wecould 
scarcely tear ourselves away from thenvand whenowe 
d::l so, they wept like little children,-such a desire to hear 
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the gospel, I never saw equalled before. The Saints 
will be able to gather some idea from this circumstance, 
ofthe great and extensive calls for the Elders of Israel 
in that land, where there are so many thousands, thirst- 
ing for the streams of knowledge, and the privileges and 

After commending them to the grace and mercy of 
God, we went to Downliam, where we preached in the 
afternoon, after which forty came forward and were bap- 
tized. In the evening we called the churches of Cha:- 
burn and Downham together; and after confirming forty 
five who had previously been baptized, we appointed 
a teachers and deacons to preside over them. There

effect, for they had resisted all the efforts and withstood 
the attempts of all sects and parties for thirty yeats, who 
seeing:all their attempts futile, had given them up to the 
hardness of their hearts, I was''also informed they were 
very wicked places and the inhabitants were hardened 
against the gospel.

me in the least, believing that the gospel of Jesus Christ 
could reach the heart, when the gospels of men were 
found abortive, I consequently told those who tricd to 
dissuade me from going, that these were the places I 
wanted to go to, and that it was my busines, “to call not 
the righteous, but sinners to repentance.” . Accordingly 
] went in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and I soon 
procured a large barn to preach ‘in, which was crowded 
toexcess. Having taken my stand in the middle of the 
congregation so that all might be able to hear, 1 com- 
menced om discourse, spoke with great simplicity on the 
subject of the gospel of our Lord and Savior Jesus

then told them, that being aservant.of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, I stood ready atuall times..to administer ‘the ordi- 
nances of the gospel. _ After [had concluded, I felt some 
one pulling at my coat. I turned. round and asked the 
person what it was they desired, the answer. was “please 
sir, will you baptize me,” “and..me,” “and me,” ,exclaim- 
ed more. than.a dozen voices... We. eccordingly ‘went 
down into the water, and before Ileft, 1 baptized twenty 
five for the remission of sins—and was, engaged.in this 
delightful duty antil four o’cleck': the. next mernings— 
Another evenmg the congregation was so numerous that 
I had to preach in the. open air, and took my,stand.on:a 
stone wall, and afterwards ,baptized a sumbex.'; ‘These 
towns seemed to be affected from one end. to the other, 
parents called their children. together, spoke:to them, of 
| the subjects: which I had. preached, and -warned them 
against: swearing and all oiher evil practices and anstruet- 
ed them im;:their duty, &c, &c.. Such a.scene, I -pie- 
sume was never -witnessed in, this place -before—the 
hearts of the people appéared to.be broken. abd ithe next © 
morning they were all in;tears thinking they ishouldsee 
my face no more. When L, left them my feelings were 
such as I cannot ‘describe,.as 1 walked down the:street, § 
followed by nuinbers, the‘!doors were crowded by the in- 
mates of the houses to bid us alast farewell, who could 
only give vent to their grief: in sobs and broken accents. 
: While contemplating this scene we were induced to take 
 offour hats, fort we felt as ifthe place was holy ground— § 
the Spirit of the Lord: rested.down upon us, and I.was § “ 
constrained to bless othat whole region,of country, we * 
were iullowed by agreat number, a considerable distance li 
from the villages who could hardly seperate themselves 
from us. - My heart was like unto theirs, andi-thought § 
‘ my head was a fountain of tears, for I wept. for, several dh 
miles after I bid them adieu. From thence we returnéd J 
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to Preston and after a short,stay, Visited Penwortham and 
Longton and orgenized“the churches in’ these places 
which consist of about fifty members cach. On the first 
of April we returiied ‘to Preston and agreed to hold a 
general Conference of the church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saimts in that country on the eighth inst.: it be- 
ing the day previous to our departure. ‘The interval 
was spent in preaching, baptizing, ‘confirming, and set 
ting in order the ‘churches, and it being known that we 
had but a-short tims to remain in that country; great 
numbers flocked'to’ hear us‘préach, and numbers were 
baptized: some days we went from house to hotise con- 
versing with the people'‘on the things of the kingdo 

and would sometimes by such course be instrumen 

in convincing many of the truth; and I have known 4s 
many as twenty persons baptized in’ one day who have 
been convinced on such occasions: they were like Lydia 
of old “who gladly received’ the word.” “Lhave had to 
go into the water to admitiistér the ordinance of baptism 
six or seven times ina day, aid frequently after hay- 
ing come out ‘ofthe water and changed my clothes, I 
have had to return back again before I reached my home; 
this too when the weather ‘was’ extremely cold, the ice 
being froin twelve to fourteen inches thick, which con- 
tinued so about twelve wéeks, during which time I thmk 
there were but ten days,in which we were not in the 
water; “the harvest was ‘indeed plenteous but the labor- 
ers were few.” ‘This was very extraordinary weather 
for that country; as I was informed that some winters 
they had scarcely any frost or snow, and the oldest mhab- 
itants told me, that they never éxperienced sach a winter. 
before. In’cotsequence of the inclemency of the weath- 
er, several manufactormg establishments were shut up, 
and several thousand workmen as well as women and 
children were thrown out. of employment, whose suffer- 
ings duting that time were seveie, and I was credibly in- 
formed, and ‘verily’ believe, that numbers perished from 
starvation. Such sufferings I never witnessed in my 
life before and the scenes which I daily beheld ‘while in 
that country was feady'to chill ‘the blood. m my veins; 
the streets were crowded with men, women and chil- 
dren, who. ‘solicited ‘alms from the passengers as they 
walked along. Numbers of those poor wretches were 
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without shoes or stockings and scarcely any covering to 
screen them from the inclemency of the weather. 

Oh! when will distress and poverty and pa cease, 
and peace and plenty abound? When the Lord Jesus 
shall descend in the clouds of heaven—when the rod of 
the o pe Heston the Lord, 
was uen e language of my heart, when contem- 
pis "the of and woe, which I dai- 

witnessed and my prayer to my heavenly Father was, 

t if 1 had to witness a succession of such scenes of 
wretchedness and woe, that he would harden my heart, 
for those things were too much for me to bear, neither 
could I endure them: This is no exaggerated account, 
Ihave used no coloring here, but they are facts which 
will meet the Blders of Israel when .th€yrshall go forth 
into that land, and then I can assure them they will not 
be surprised at my feelings’. 
_,Butto return. Durmg_ this time not only were great 
numbers initiated into the kingdom of heaven, but those 
who were sick were healed, and those who were diseas- 
ed flocked to us daily, and truly their faith was great, 
such as I hardly ever witnessed before, consequently ma- 
ny were healed of their infirmities and sicknesses. We 
were contihually employed and hardly gave “sleep to 
our eyes or slumber to our eyelids,” and some nights we 
would hardly close them. ‘The task was almost more 
than we could endure, but realizing the circumstances of 
this people, their love of the truth, their humility and 
unfeigned charity, caused us to use alldiligence and make 
good use of every moment of time, for truly our bowels 
yearned over them: _ Notwithstanding our unwearied 
and sporeens labors, we could nog fill the calls we had 
from day to day, for the work kept spreading, thé pros- 
pect of usefulness grew brighter ey brighter the 
field opened larger and larger, while the cries from the 
North, from the South, from the East and from the West 
of come over and help us, were more and more frequently 


sounding in our ears. 


"The reader will -not, I think accuse ine of .egotinn, 


when I say that we-were diligent, for I do not remember 
during the last six months I spent in that country, of re- 


tiring to my bed earlier than twelve o’clock P. M. which 
was also the case with Brothers Hyde and _.Fielding.— 


. Brother Hyde was laid up with sickness about six weeks 
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on account ‘of his excéssive labors, from which however 
he was happily restored. 

On the eighth day of Apiil' A. D. 1838, it being Sun- 
day, and the ‘time appointed for a general Conference of 
the Saints in that kingdom, and the day previous to our 
departure from them; they began to assemble at an 
early hour in the morning, and by nine o’¢lock thers 
were from six to seven hundred of the Saints assem 
bled from various parts of the country, = = 

The meeting was opened by singing and prayer.— 
While I contemplated the congregation then assembled, 
which had been brought into the ‘kingdom, through our 
instrumentality in such‘a short time, I was truly grate 
ful to my heavenly Father, and.my soul did magnify his 
holy name, while my aspirations ascended to heaven, 
that all those who had embraced the gospel, might, thrdigh 
endurance of faith unto’the end, share in the gloriés of 


the eternal world, and sit’ down with Abraham), Isaac’ and 


Jacob in. the kingdom of our Father. me 
‘To one who ‘has been the humble instrument ‘inthe 
hands of God of bringing souls into the kingdom; and who 
has instructed them in the things of God, and has rejoie- 
ed in seemg their minds, expand, and their ready recep- 
tion of the truth of heaven, and whose souls are humble 
and filled with’ gratitude to God, for sending -them his 
servants to lead them into the ways of truth; there is a 
tie of no ordinary kind, binds that individual to such a 
people, and it requires considerable effort of mind -to 
tear himself away from such an affectionate and lovmg 
After the meeting was opened, we proceeded to give 
instructions to the.official members, reminding them of 
their several duties, and callings, and the responsibilities 
which rested upon them, pressed upon them the necesst- 
ty of being humble and faithful in the discharge of their 
uties, so that by patience, by meekness, and by love um 
feigned, they might commend’ themselves to God and to 
the church of ‘Jesus Christ; over whom the Holy Ghost 
elieving it necessary for the good of the ym, to 
have dome to over the wholé, church, we 
nominated Brother J ear gi Fielding to be he onal ‘to 
that office, and Brothers Levi Richards and \ | 
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to be his counselors; the nomination met; with the appro 
bation of the whole assembly, who agreed to hearken to 
their instructions and uphold them in, their offices; these 
brethren were: then, with eight Elders, several, Priests, 
Teachers and Deacons, set apart and ordained to the 
several offices to which they were called. One of the 
brethren who was ordained, was going to, Manchester, 
one of the largest manufactoring towns in England, and 
another to the city of London, and. who undoubted- 
ly would carry the glad tidings of salvation to those pla- 

We then laid hands upon forty individuals who had 
previously been baptized, for the git of the Holy Ghost; 
after which about one hundred_ children were presented 
to us to receive a blessing, and the same day we bap- 


_tizéd.. twenty individuals for the remission of sins, and 


then - proceeded to administer the sacrament to this nu- 
merous assembly; we then gave: some general instruc- 
tions to the whole church, respecting their duty to God 
and to one another, which were listened to with great 
attention, and were treasured up in the hearts of most 
who were present. At 5- o’clock: P. M. we_ brought 
the Conference to a close, it having continued without 
intermission from nine o’clock A. Me We then appoin- 
ted seven o’clock the same evening, to deliver our fare- 
well addresses... At the time appointed we repaired_ to 
the. meeting, which was crowded to excess. Brother 
Tyde and mrad then spoke to them respecting our la- 
dors in that land, the. success of our ministry, and the 
kindnéss we had experienced at their hands, told them 
that, we hoped before long to see. them again, after we 
had visited the church ay our, families in America: but 
when we spoke of our departure their hearts were bro- 
ken within them, they gave vent to their feelings and 
wept like children, and broke: out in cries like the follow- 
ing: “How can we part with our beloved brethren” “we 
may never see them again.” “O why can youleave us” 
&c, I, could not refrain, my feelings only, feund vent in 
, Some. persons may be disposed to accuse me of weak- 
ness on this occasion, but if any should do so, I would, 
say ;that I do, not envy pay man’s feelings, who could 
WHS such a ASE wit all its associations, and the, 
er feelings of his heart strings not to be touched on 
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such an occasion; indeed it.would have been almost an 
impossibility for us to have left this dear and affectionate 


people, had we not had the most implicit confidence «in - 


the brethren ‘who were appointed to preside over them 
in our absence; but knowing their faith and virtuous 
conversation, and ‘that they had the confidence of the 
church, we felt confident that the affairs of the church 
would be conducted in rightousness; consequently we 
left them under different feelings than we otherwise 
could, had they had no shepherd. 2 
Immediately after dismissiag we met the official mem- 
bers at a private house, the nomber of whom were eighty, 
and instructed them further in their duty and broke up 
at one o’clock the next morning. ‘This was certainl 
oné of the most interesting conferences I ever attended, 
the services wére’calculated°to convince the henest and 
to give joy to Saints; ind°will' long’ be remembered by 
all’ those ‘who ‘attendéd, hdve'no doubt was ‘the 
means of great ard lasting’ od. At this conference 
we were ‘favonted ‘with the tdmpany ‘of Elders‘ Isade 
Russel and Willard Richards.’ The latter had retarned 
from the county of Bedford,’ ‘where he’ had been ‘pro 
claiming the gospel; in consequence of” sickness “his ‘Ta 
bors had’ hot oeen'so extensive as they otherwise would 
have ‘been, and were ‘confined sliort ' 
the city of Bedford wheré he raised’ up two small'b 
ches, which he set in order aijd Ordained one Eldet atid 
other officers. He laboréd under considerble ‘ difficulty 
in consequence of the conduct of Elder Goodsoti “who 
accompanied him on' that’ mission, who’ taught: 
things which were not itt'wisdom, which proved a’ ba 
rier to the spread of the truth ‘in’ that’ Elder 
Russel had returned from 4 mission to the’ North, hav 
ing been laboring m the county of Cumberland nréaf 
the borders of ‘Scotland, where numbers of his friends 
resided. While he was there he met-with considérable 
opposition even from those of -his own family, as ‘well as 
the ministers of the different denominations who’ sought 
every opportunity to block ‘up his way and ‘to destroy 
However, notwithstanding the great opposition, he 
was instrumental of brmging ‘upwards of sixty souls into 
the kingdom of God, and le em rejoicing in the truth, 


and'strong in the faith of the gospel. Thus the gréat 
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work which is to go through the. length and breadth of 
that land, which will cause ‘the hearts of thousands to 
rejoice, and the poor and meek to mcrease their joy 
in the Lord—which shall lead the honest, hearted to the 
fountain of trutk—which shall prepare a holy company 
from that nation to meet the Lord Jesus when he shall 
desend from the mansions of glory, and from the regions 
which are not known—which shall cause theusands to. 
rail against the doctrines of Christ and his, servants, and 
persecute the honest in heart; which shall prepare the 
ungodly for the day of vengence of our God, and shall 
bind them together in ths cords of darkness; was com- 
menced in three places, viz: Preston, Bedford and. Als- 
ton, which forcibly reminds me of the parable of the leav- 
en, which the woman cast. mto three measures of meal. 
During our stay in. Preston, we made our home at. the 
house of Sister Dawson in Pole street, we purchased our 
provisions which she cooked .for us, which is quite cus- 
‘tomary in that country. For our room, lodging and 
eooking and a good coal fire, we each paid the sum of 
two shillings sterling per but little more 
than half the: usual charge, Sister Dawson was very 
kind: unto. us, indeed the. hearts of all the Saints were 
open to liberality, and according to their circumstances 
they contributed liberally of their substance, and many 
blessings of a temporal nature, we repeated from. them, 
for which I pray thatmy heavenly Father may reward 
them an hundred fold in this world, and in the world to 
come with life everlasting. a... 
During the time we labored in England we made no 
public contributions, except for the poor. . When we 
were about taking our departure, the church knowing 
we had no means to carry us to our native land, with 
a liberality characteristic of them, contributed to our 
necessities, and provided us with means to take us as far 
as Kirtland, Ohio. The next day, being the ninth of 
April, we engaged our passage to Liverpool in a coach, 
ich was to start at twelve o’clock the, same day.— 
At the time appointed we were at the place of starting, 
and were soon surrounded with the brethen, who felt 
determined to.see us depart, many of whose countenan- 
ces clearly showed their sorrow at. our departure; how- 
ever we had to bid them farewell, and were soon out of 
sight; there eyes followed us as long as they could seeus, 
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- Notwithstanding the variegated scenery of the coun- 
try, which in England is very beautiful, my mind re- 
verted back to the ‘time when I first arrived im ‘ that 
country; and the peculiar feelings of mind when I travel- 
ed from Liverpocl to Preston some months before. Then 
I was a stranger in astange land, and had nothing to re- 
ly upon but the kindness and mercy'of that God who 
had sent me there. While I mused on these things my 
soul was humbled within me, and I had to exclaim, 
“surely this is the Lord’s’doings and marvelous In my 
eyes,” for then I had hundreds of brethren, to whom I 
was united in bonds the most endearing and sacred, and 
who loved me as their own souls, and whose prayers 
would be continually offered up for my welfare and pros- 
poh After a ride of about four hours, we arrived at 
siverpool, and ascertaining the ship in which we intend- 
ed to sail, would not leave that port as early &s was ex- 
pected, in consequence of a great storm which had taken 
place, in which several vessels had been wrecked and a 
number of lives lost. _We took lodgings a few days un- 
til the vessel should depart. 
While in Liverpool, we were waited upon by Elders 
Fielding and Richards, who, feeling desirous to obtain 
all the information they could procure respecting the gov- 
ernment of the church, thought that it would be a favor- 
able time to do so, as ovr opportanities of instruction 
had been but limited while in Preston, and it being almost 
imposible to have much. private intercourse, their bein 
so many who wished to converse with us on the subject 
of the gospel &c. But in this thing they were disap- 
pointed, for as soon as it was known in Preston and re- 
gions round about, that our departure was delayed, then 
numbers of the brethren came from thence, to visit us 
in Liverpool before we left their shores. 22 HO 
On the 20th we went on board the ship Garrick (he- 
ing the same ship in which we went) bound for’New 
York, and the same day got under way. Soon after wé 
left Liverpool a great storm came on, with a head wind, 
and continued without cessation for several days, whiely 
did considerable damage to the vessel; the bowsprit was 
broken‘ twice by the force of the wind with only ‘the 
gib’sail set, the boom likewise came down with great 
force near the place where the Captam was standing, 
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but he fortunately escaped without injury; several oth- 
er parts of the rigmg were much torn and injured. _ Dur- 
mg the time tne storm lasted, Brothers Hyde and Russel 
were very sick. After this we had more favorable 
weather. When we had been on the water two weeks, 
I asked permission of the Captain for one of us to preach, 
which request was cheerfully complied with, and the 
second Cabin was prepared:for the occasion. Brother 
Russel. preached, after which Brother, Hyde made some 
observations; the discourses were listened. too with great 
attention, and the congregation appeared very much sat- 
ised, The Lord gave us favor in the eyes of the Cap- 
tain, and the passengers, who treated us with respect 
and kindness. ‘Those who were in the same Cabin with 
ourselves, and with whom we had more frequent oppor- 
tunity of conversing, treated us like brothers, and took 

re in administering to our wants, and told us if 
they had any thing we needed it was at our service. 
1 hardly ever remembered traveling with more agreeable 
or kind: hearted people, and I pray that the Lord may 
bless them abundantly and reward them an hundred 
fold for all the kindness shown to his servants. 

Nothing very paticular occured during the remainder 
of the passage; the weather for the most part was fa- 
vorable. On the 12th day of May we. came in sight of 
New York, and im the evening we secured a landing, after 
a e of twenty two aeons half days. The ship 

ew England, which left Liverpool on the same day we 
did, came in about one hour afterwards. ae 

The sight of my native land filled my soul with glad- 
ness. e then went into the city with several of the 
passengers, who purchased some refreshments, and after 
we returned bade us partake with them, and we all re- 
joiced together; we then bowed down before the Lord 
and ofiered up the gratitude of our hearts for all his mer- 
cies, IN prospering us in our niission and bringing us 
safely across the mighty deep, to behold once more, the 
land of our nativity, and the prospect of soon embracing 

The next morning we went in search of Brother Ford- 
ham, whom we fround after some trouble, he was. rejoic- 
ed to see us and. immediately took us to the house. of 
Brother Mace, where we were glad to see our. beloved 
Brother Orson Pratt who was then laboring in that city, 
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arid who, with. Elder, Parley P. Pratt his brothers had 
been instrumental in bringing many into the kingdom im 
that city, which intelligence; gave us great joy, for when 
we left New York for England, there was only. one be-, 
longing to the church in that city. 

It being Sunday, we accompaned Brother Pratts to the 


house where the Saints were accustomed: to assemble — 


for worship. .On entering the house we found...about 
eighty persons assembied, all whom had recently joined 
the church. After singing and prayer, I was requested 


to give an acount of our mission to. England. . accord- 


ingly arose and told them the things which had happened 


to us since our departure, and the great and glorious work 


which our heavenly Father had commenced.on the is+ 


lands of the sea, and the great desire, of the English to 


hear the things which the Lord had. brought to. pass on 
this continent, and their ready reception of the truth of 
the gospel. The information gave great joy to. the Saints, 
and they united with us in praising the name of the 
Lord for his wonderful works to. the children of men. 
In the evening Elder Russel and Hyde preached, anda 
great effect was produced, and some came forward and 
offered themselves.as candidates for baptism... The:shert 
time we were in New York. was spent very. agreeably: 
with the Saints, who are indeed a kind andaffectionate 
people. The next day we bade adieu to! the brethren 
and-commenced our journey to Kirtland by Steam Boat 
and Rai Road, and arrived there on the, 22nd: day of 
May, A. D. 1838, having been absent cleven. months 


I found my family in good health, and as comfortably 


situated as I could expect; and our joy was mutual. . 


The Saints in Kirtland likewise -reeeivéd us with. joy 
and welcomed us home. pict 


But my. journey was not yetended; for soon after my. 


arrival in Kirtland, I had to make préparation to move to 
the State of Missouri, where the greater part of: the 
church had already removed. One great cause of their 
removal to the west, was the persecutions to which they 
were subject im: Kirtland. ‘The’: brethren who yet 
resided there, although very kimd and affectionate; 
were weak in the. faith, .in consequence of. trialscand 
temptations, This caused us to grieve exccedinglyyeand 
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we a to cheer them up as much as we possibly 
Being solicited to preach in the house of the Lord, we 
did so, and after preaching a few times, and recounting 
our travels, and the great success which: had attended our 
labors, and also the marvelous work ‘which the Lord had 
commenced, and was still carrying on in the old country ; 
they began totake cou their confidence increased, 
ind their faith was utoungthiitods and they again realized 
_ As soon as our circumstances would permit we com- 
_ menced our journey to the State of Missouri, by water, 
a distance of nearly eighteen hundred miles, andafter en- 


during considerable fatigue, arrived in safety’ at ‘Far 


West on the’ 25th of had the pleasure of be- 
holding the faces of numbers of our friénds and brethren, 
in the kingdom and patience of Jesus; somé of whom 

were so glad to see us, that the tears started in their 
eyes when we took’ them by the hand: © 
. There is indeed something peculiarly pleasing to the 
Saint; who after along separation, beholds the ‘friends to 
whom he is united in bonds the most sacred, and with 
whom he has probably traveled to preach the gospel, 
and with them passed through many scenes of sorrow 
and affliction. At that time every pleasing association 
is revived, and memory fondly clings to those scenes, the 
contemplation of which affords pleasure; while’ every 
thing of ath Opposite nature is forgotten and buried in 

During our journey from Kirtland to Missouri, the 
weather was remarkably warm, in consequence of which 
I suffered very much, and my body ‘was broken down 
as sickness, and I continued very. feeble for a corisidera- 

elengthoftime. 
-y'The first Sunday after my atrival at Far West I was 
called upon to preach to the Saints, which I endeavored 
to do, although Iwas ‘scarcely able to ‘stand. | related 
many —_ respecting my. mission and travels. which 
were oom y received by the brethren, whose hearts 
were cheered by ‘the recital, while many of the ‘Elders 
. Were stirred up ‘to diligence, and expressed a greatdesire 
to accompany us, when we should return to Englands 
' Soon after my’ arrival, had'a lot given me by Bishop 
Partridge, and also, sufficient timber to build me a house. 
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While. it was erecting, I lived ia a, place} built for: 
cow, about eleyen feet square, and in which I could, hard: 
ly stand upright.. The brethren were remarkably. kind, 
and contributed to my necessities. One of them, viz: 
Charles Hubbard, made; me a present of forty acres of 
land,another gave mea.cow,&c. 
..When I had nearly finished My house, and after mueh 
labor, I was obliged to abandon it to the mob, who at that 


time,commenced persecuting the Saints,driving off their 


cattle, and destroying their property. 

It will not be expected that I should recapitulate the 
circumstances. which then transpired, which werejefana 
extraordinary character, .as numbers have-written on the 
subject: suffice it to say, that the Saints suffered privay 
tions, 7, abuse, cold, famine, and, many..of them
